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DETAILED ACTION 
General status 

1 . This is a First Action on the Merits. Claims 1 and 2 are pending in the 
case and are being examined. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "insulating handle 
is mounted such that it can slide in a guide element" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , line 8 recites " the moveable contact piece can be driven by means..." 
and Claim 2, line 3 recites "insulating handle is mounted such that it can slide..." these 
are not positive recitations and render claims vague and indefinite. Claim 2, line 3, the 
Applicant should clarify structure of "insulating handle is mounted such that it can slide 
in guide element". 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted element is a stationary (opposing 
contact 5), without reciting the stationary contact the device cannot be called a switch. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Watabe et al. [US 6,664,496] in view of Bettge et al. [US 5,168,139]. 

Watabe et al. disclose a grounding switch having : 

- a moveable contact piece [14, 19] which passes through an 
electrically conductive encapsulating housing [11, column 4, 
lines 49 and 50] wall such that it is sealed by means of a sealing 
element [21]; 

- the moveable contact piece [14,19] being electrically 
conductively connected to the encapsulating housing wall [11] 
via the sealing element in the form of a bellows [21]. 

Watabe et al. disclose the moveable contact piece [14, 19] is driven by means of 
mechanism [24] which can be replaced by an electrically insulating handle. 

Watabe et al. disclose the instant claimed invention except for a journal bearing 
supported on the encapsulating housing. Bettge et al. disclose a switch having a 
moveable contact piece [5] being guided in a journal bearing [8] supported on the 
encapsulating housing. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use the journal bearing In Watabe et al., as 
suggested by Bettge et al., in order to support the movable contact [Column 2, line 59]. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kikukawa et al. [US 6,881,917], Luehring [US 4,568,804], Luzzi 
[US 5.808,258], Tanimizu et al. [US 6,259,051] all disclose switches. Applicant also 
should consider these references in response to this office action. Should issue arise 
concerning the rejection presented above, these references may be relied upon in a 
subsequent action to support the lack of novelty or obviousness of claimed subject 
matter to one of ordinary skill in the art.
